Progress in Peru. (Page 349.) 

It is almost incredible to those who knew Peru 
before 1920 what progress has been achieved in the 
last few years, writes Mr. J. P. Trant, British Consul 
at Callao. There are many who think, however, that 
improvements have been undertaken on a scale out of 
proportion to the nation’s wealth, and that the point 
of exhaustion must soon be reached. 





Occupations of British Migrants. (Page 351.) 

Particulars are given, in great detail, of the occu- 
pations recorded as followed by emigrants from and 
immigrants into Great Britain and Northern Ireland 
during last year. The net loss to the country in the 
agricultural group was 12,036 adults, or 26 per cent. 
of the total net loss, while skilled trades accounted for 
no less than 37 per cent. 





Trade of British India. (Page 361.) 

Both imports into and exports from British India 
were of greater value in January than in the preceding 
month. The share of the United Kingdom in the 
imports was only 45 per cent., as against 52 per cent. 
a year earlier, but her proportion of the exports rose 
from 17 per cent. to 20 per cent. 





British Malayan Imports. (Page 362.) 
Some remarkable increases are shown in the value 
of merchandise imported into British Malaya in 1926 
as compared with the preceding year. 





French Trade Balance. (Page 363.) 

For the first time since last June there was an 
excess in the value of imports into France over that 
of exports from the country during February. This 
adverse balance amounted to over 183 million francs. 





Italian Trade in 1926. (Page 364.) 

As a result of the year’s trading the adverse balance, 
which in 1925 amounted to 7,926,222,016 lire, has 
been reduced by 725,595,638 lire. Fluctuations in 
dealings with the principal trading commodities are 
shown. 





United States Machinery Exports. (Page 365.) 

Figures of value regarding exports of industrial 
machinery from the United States in 1926 show an 
increase of nearly 5 per cent. over the previous year. 
This advance was largely due to mining, oil well and 
pumping machinery and construction equipment, 
there being declines in metal working and textile, 
sewing and shoe machinery. 





Shipping at British Ports. (Page 366.) 

Arrivals at United Kingdom ports during February 
of vessels engaged in the foreign trade showed an 
increase of 3-9 per cent. over the same month of last 
year, while departures were 2-8 per cent. heavier. 
Coasting trade arrivals and departures were 
respectively 1 per cent. and 2-5 per cent. smaller. 





Openings for British Trade. (Page 374.)

PERU. 





CONSTRUCTIVE POLICIES AND THEIR COST. 


After a century of travail as an independent nation, 
marked by revolutions, disturbances and international 
strife, Peru, writes *Mr. J. P. Trant, British Consul at 
Callao, has suddenly emerged from this fluctuating exist- 
ence, and, standing at the threshold of a new era, now 
commands attention as one of the coming republics of 
South America. The recent recognition of her national 
rights accorded to her by the International Plebiscitary 
Commission at Arica, in connection with her long- 
standing dispute with Chile, has served to emphasise her 
status. 

It is almost incredible to those who knew the country 
before 1920 what progress has been achieved in the last 
few years under a stable government and a uniform 
political administration dedicated to a definite plan of 
national rehabilitation. With the rights of property 
guaranteed, and respect for those rights enforced, public 
confidence has been restored, and the nation as a whole 
has rallied to the support of the Government in the 
realisation of its constructive programme. New high- 
ways have been built, new buildings erected ; new mines 
and oil wells opened up; new irrigation works and new 
railways commenced ; new industries started ; at the same 
time agriculture has been stimulated, national defence 
improved, and the health and general well-being of the 
people provided for by new sanitation works in most of 
the principal cities. 

UNFAVOURABLE FEATURES. 

Yet these improvements have not been brought about 
without considerable cost, and there are many who think 
that they have been undertaken on too great a scale in 
proportion to the wealth of the nation, and at too fast a 
pace in relation to its means and capacity to pay. The 
public debt has more than doubled in the last five years, 
and indirect taxes, either in the form of import dues or 
consumptive duties, bear heavily on the people. There 
are few articles of common consumption, even though of 
domestic origin, such as matches, sugar, salt, tobacco, 
petrol and beer, that do not include in their selling price 
a heavy proportion of public tax ; and almost all imported 
articles, including wheat, flour, rice and other necessities 
of life, are similarly subject to heavy Customs duties. 
There is scarcely any article of commerce in Peru or any 
enterprise that is not made to pay its toll to the Govern- 
ment, and new schemes are constantly being sought for 
the creation of further revenues to keep pace with increas- 
ing expenditure. At such a rate the point of exhaustion 
must soon be reached, especially in relation to the poorer 
classes, and other means of raising revenue sought, or 
else expenditure curtailed. 

The programme of construction has also been thwarted 
by other unforeseen and untoward events; in the months 
of March and April, 1925, the arid coastal zone of Peru 
became the scene of unprecedented floods which washed 
away growing crops, inundated cities, and crippled rail- 
ways, tramways, electric light, power and other public 
services for several weeks. About 30 per cent. of the 
crops were lost by deterioration or total destruction. 
The total loss which these floods inflicted upon the 
country is estimated at £P.1,000,000, the railways under 
the administration of the Peruvian Corporation alone

free. 
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sustaining damage to the extent of £P.300,000. During 
the whole of this period the interior of the country was 
cut off from all communication with the coast, and con- 
sequently for a long time export of minerals and agri- 
cultural products was interrupted. Following this came 
a gradual slump in the price of cotton and sugar, the 
two staple crops, which has now reached a point where 
prices no longer pay for the cost of production. As a 
result, exchange is demoralised, credit curtailed, and 
money extremely tight, and it is certain that if it were 
not for the large loans that the Government has recently 
succeeded in making for the prosecution of public works 
there would now exist a general paralysis of industry. 
As it is, the outlook is far from promising, and offers 
little hope of improvement in the near future, or, at any 
rate, not before the 1927 crops. In the meantime, the 
Government, in view of the situation, is considering 
drastic emergency measures for restricting the importa- 
tion of luxuries and concentrating upon the stimulation 
of national industries and the increase of local food 
production. 


AGRICULTURAL POSITION. 


Peru is essentially an agricultural country, and upon 
the development of agriculture the prosperity of the 
country mainly depends. It is true, writes Mr. Trant, 
that the mineral and petroleum wealth is almost as im- 
portant a factor in the national perspective, but control 
of these industries has been allowed to pass almost 
entirely into foreign hands, with a result that the 
country derives no benefit from their operation other 
than the salaries and wages paid, since the minerals 
extracted are disposed of abroad and the profits also 
distributed there. Agriculture, on the other hand, is 
almost exclusively in native hands; it employs by far 
the largest number of people of any industry, and it 
represents by far the largest national investment. 


The total farm lands in Peru amount to three million 
acres, of which one million acres are along the coastal 
zone and the remainder in the Andean and Trans- 
Andean region. There are estimated to _ be 
£P.63,000,000 invested in agriculture in Peru, exclusive 
of livestock, of which 60 per cent. has been placed in 
the irrigated districts of the coast. The principal pro- 
ducts in the order of their importance are cotton, sugar, 
wheat, rice, potatoes, maize, barley, alfalfa, tobacco, 
coffee and cocoa, in addition to fruits of all kinds, such 
as bananas, oranges, grapes, olives, alligator pears, 
custard apples and mangoes. 

In spite of the importance of agriculture, however, it 
is not sufficiently realised that it should be the first con- 
cern of an agricultural country to provide adequate 
sustenance for its population, as it involves the whole 
question of the cost of living; as a result, half of the 
food crops required for local consumption have to be 
imported into Peru, while cotton fields are suffered to 
extend right up to the very confines of Lima. Capital 
and science appear to have been concentrated on the pro- 
duction -of cotton and sugar cane on account of their 
larger value as export commodities, while market garden- 
ing and other food production have been neglected. The 
result is that food, not. being produced near at hand, and 
having either to be conveyed at great expense from the 
interior or else imported, is always scarce and very costly 
in the large consuming centres. This leads to high 
money wages, and these have to be added to the cost of 
production of the non-alimentary crops which are grown 
for export. 

More mixed farming, greater rotation of crops, and 
less concentration on specialised products is the solution 
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for agriculture in Peru in order to rest the soil and 
preserve a more equitable balance of production. The 
concentration on exportable production is largely the 
cause of the present economic depression, owing to the 
drop in cotton and sugar values. Severe impoverish- 
ment of the soil has resulted, necessitating the constant 
application of guano fertiliser at great expense. Cost of 
production could be lowered by the more general use of 
machinery and the introduction of more efficient methods 
of cultivation. 


Mr. Trant has a good deal to say about cotton cultiva- 
tion and textile mills in his Report, and also deals 
separately with sugar, wheat, rice, viticulture, the 
castor bean, tobacco, cereals, olive oil, cocoa, etc., and 
devotes considerable space to the live stock and dairy 
industry, alpaca, sheep rearing and wool. 


MINING OPERATIONS. 


In 1925 the mining industry in Peru came for the 
first time to possess greater financial significance in the 
export trade of the country than agriculture, having 
accounted during that year for about 53 per cent. of the 
total export values as against 47 per cent. represented 
by agricultural products. As already pointed out, how- 
ever, this does not imply any increased prosperity for 
the country, since most of the mineral exploitation, esti- 
mated at 70 per cent. of metals and 90 per cent. of petro- 
leum, is under the control of foreign interests, even as it 
was in Spanish colonial days. From the Peruvian point 
of view, therefore, states Mr. Trant, it is not a healthy 
sign for mineral exports to exceed agricultural exports 
in value, although this is probably only a transitory 
situation, and one which is not likely very often to recur. 
The year 1925 was a very bad one for agriculture, and 
agricultural values suffered through the destruction of 
30 per cent. of the crops by floods, and also the low 
prices prevailing. With wider areas under cultivation 
agriculture will doubtless regain its dominant position 
as the principal national industry. 

There are reckoned to be operating in Peru 45 mining 
companies, which employ upwards of 22,000 persons, of 
whom 10,000 are working in the oil fields. However, 
not more than ten companies have actually to be reckoned 
with, of which the most important are North American 
concerns. The principal mining area, outside of the cir- 
cumscribed petroleum district in the north-west corner 
of the country, is distributed all over the highland 
region, but principally in the central and northern 
Andean section, in altitudes ranging from 10,000 to 
16,000 feet, and here are found in large quantities silver, 
copper, vanadium, coal, lead and zinc, as well as a cer- 
tain amount of gold. There are also coal veins in the 
coastal region at Huardey, near Chimbote, and exten- 
sive iron deposits at Marcona, near the port of Pisco, 
containing proved deposits of hematite of 80 million 
tons. There are also borates deposits at Salinas, in 
Southern Peru, and salt fields in various localities, par- 
ticularly near Huacho, which are most easily accessible 
and most extensively worked. 


Particulars of the principal mining companies 
operating in Peru are given by Mr. Trant, who then, in 
Part II of his Report, deals with the country’s trade 
and in Part III with newly established and other in- 
dustries, following on with a discussion of shipping and 
railway conditions, electric tramways and power plants, 
roads, aviation, post and telegraph services and _ tele- 
phones, and irrigation. Various financial topics and 
social questions are touched upon, and statistics of Peru- 
vian imports and exports are provided in appendices to 
Mr. Trant’s Report. 
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GREAT BRITAIN AND NORTHERN 
IRELAND. 





OCCUPATIONS OF EMIGRANTS AND 
IMMIGRANTS OF BRITISH NATIONALITY. 


In the “‘ Journal ’’ of 17th March (pages 298-305) par- 
ticulars were given of the Passenger Movement from and 
to the United Kingdom (Great Britain and Northern 
Ireland) in 1925 and 1926, and also the numbers of 
British migrants in those years, distinguishing male and 
female adults of 12 years of age and upwards and 
children under 12. The figures in respect of-the occu- 
pations of emigrants and immigrants of British 
nationality which appear in the following tables relate 
to the numbers who left or arrived in Great Britain and 
Northern Ireland only during 1925 and 1926, and they 
are not comparable with those relating to the British 
Isles (1.e., Great Britain, Northern Ireland, and the 
Irish Free State) for the years 1922, 1923 and 1924, 
which were published in the ‘‘ Journal ’’ dated 27th 
August, 1925 (pages 224-229). 

‘“‘ Adults’’ are classified in the statutory passenger 
returns as persons of 12 years of age and upwards, in 
accordance with the requirements of the Merchant 
Shipping Acts, but for the purpose of occupational 
classification the minimum age for an “‘ adult’’ worker 
has been taken as 18 years. From 1921 the occupations 
recorded as followed by British emigrants and immi- 
grants of 18 years of age and over have been classified 
in ten groups for males and six groups for females, and 
the results for 1926 are shown in detail in the tables 
which follow. 

The first table shows the number of British migrants 
included in these occupational groups and the total num- 
ber of ‘‘ statute adults’’ in 1925 and 1926; the differ- 
ences between the respective totals would be made up to 
a large extent by persons of school age and by others not 
in settled occupations :—

It will be seen from the table that the emigrants of 
12 to 17 years of age averaged about 12 to 13 per 
cent. of the aggregate number of males and about 8 to 
9 per cent. of the aggregate number of females during 
1925 and 1926; of the immigrants, 4-7 per cent. of the 
males and 4-9 per cent. of the females were in the age 
group 12 to 17 in 1926. 

The summary table which follows shows that in each 
of the years under consideration the number of male 
emigrants from Great Britain and Northern Ireland 
whose occupations were returned as agricultural ex- 
ceeded the number in any other individual] group; the 
percentage in this group was 19-1 of the total males of 
18 years and upwards in 1925 and 22-0 in 1926. 

The next largest number in any individual group was 
shown in respect of the male emigrants whose occupations 
were recorded as commercial, finance and insurance, this 
group accounting for 16-6 per cent. of the total in 1925 
and 15-2 per cent. in 1926. In the skilled trades the 
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metal and engineering group showed a relative decrease 
from 14-5 per cent. in 1925 to 13-4 per cent. in 1926, 
and the percentage employed in mining and quarrying 
increased from 7-0 to 8-6. The number of emigrant 
building operatives increased somewhat in 1926. The 
proportion of skilled workers other than those em- 
ployed in the industries mentioned above rose from 
9-7 per cent. of the total in 1925 to 10.4 per cent. in 
1926. In the professional group a decrease was shown 
in 1926. Labourers who did not describe themselves 
as engaged in agriculture or transport accounted for 
about 8 per cent. of the total in both years. The pro- 
portion in the transport and communications group 
showed little variation. Other and ill-defined occupa- 
tions, not included in the preceding groups, accounted 
for about 12 per cent. of the total in 1925 and for 
11-5 per cent. in 1926. Of the female emigrants the 
number of wives or housewives (not otherwise described) 
amounted to about one-half of the total in the two years. 
The percentage employed in domestic, hotel, etc., service 
was 23-0 in 1925 and 23-5 in 1926. The numbers in the 
commercial, finance and insurance group represented 
6-6 per cent. in 1925 and 6-4 per cent. in 1926. There 
was an actual decrease in the numbers of emigrants 
recorded as employed in the clothing trades in 1926 and 
little relative variation in the other groups.

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As regards the return movement of adult males to 
Great Britain and Northern Ireland, the highest pro- 
portion in any individual group is shown for immigrants 
engaged in commerce, finance and insurance, who repre- 
sented nearly 20 per cent. of the total in 1925 and 1926. 
Decreases were recorded in 1926, as compared with 1925, 
in the number of male immigrants classified in each of 
the groups. More than one-half of the returning females 
are described as wives or housewives, and about 14 per 
cent. in 1926 as employed in domestic, hotel, etc., service. 

On balance there was a net loss in 1926 of 45,626 
male and 36,379 female migrants of 18 years of age 
and over. The net loss in the agricultural group was 
12,036, or 26 per cent. of the total, more than one-half 
of this number representing the loss to England and 
Wales. Of the other groups, skilled trades accounted for 
37 per cent. of the net loss, commercial for 13 per cent., 
and labourers, not engaged in agriculture or transport, 
for 9 per cent. 

Tables will appear in next week’s ‘‘ Journal ’’ showing 
the numbers of emigrants and immigrants in certain 
age groups, but space does not permit the publication of 
complete figures of the occupations according to age 

grouping. It may be noted here that about three-fifths 
of the male emigrants of 18 years of age and over in 
1925 and 1926 were recorded as being not more than 
30 years of age, while the age of the female emigrants 
was higher, less than one-half of the total number being 
under 30 in the two years mentioned. Of the males 
employed in agriculture, 66 per cent. in 1925 and 67 per 
cent. in 1926 were between 18 and 30 years of age. 
Of labourers other than those engaged in agriculture 
or transport the percentages between these ages were 69 
in 1925 and 67 in 1926. In the skilled trades the largest 
numbers were in the metal and engineering group, those 
between 18 and 30 years of age in this group amounting 
to 59 per cent. in 1925 and 58 per cent. in 1926. On 
the other hand, about 54 per cent. of the number 
classified as professional exceeded the age of 30. Among 
females, domestic servants between the ages of 18 and 
30 years averaged more than two-thirds of the total 
shown in that group for 1925 and 1926, and clerical 
workers within this age group represented 70 and 72 per 
cent. of all such workers in the years under consideration. 
About two-thirds of the wives or housewives who 
emigrated during 1925 and 1926 were over 30 years of 
age. As might be expected, the average age of the 
immigrants considerably exceeded that of the emigrants, 
nearly two-thirds of the total number of adults (18 years 
and upwards) returning to Great Britain and Northern 
Ireland being over 30 years of age. 

The following table shows for three important occu- 
pational groups the proportions of male emigrants who 
were between 18 and 30 years of age: —

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Of those engaged in mining and quarrying the pro- 
portions between 18 and 30 years of age in 1926 were 
54 per cent. for England and Wales and Northern 
Ireland, and 58 per cent. for Scotland. 

The tables given on pages 353-356 show the occu- 
pations of the British male and female emigrants and 
immigrants of 18 years of age and upwards who left or 
took up permanent residence in England and Wales, in 
Scotland, in Northern Ireland, and in the United 
Kingdom for or from permanent residence in the 
divisions of the British Empire mentioned, in the 
United States, and in other foreign countries in 1926. 

There are noticeable variations in the proportions in 
the several occupational groups when comparing the 
figures for the three divisions (i.e., England and Wales, 
Scotland, and Northern Ireland) of the United Kingdom. 
High proportions of the total number of male emigrants 
in each of the years 1925 and 1926 are recorded in the 
case of agricultural workers and labourers not in agri- 
culture or transport from Northern Ireland, in the 
agricultural and in the metal and engineering groups 
from Scotland, and in the numbers employed in agri- 
culture and in commerce, finance and insurance from 
England and Wales. There was.a noticeable increase in 
1926 in the relative numbers employed in mining and 
quarrying from Scotland, as compared with the total 
male emigrants of 18 years and over from that country. 
The most important variations are summarised in the 
following table, which shows the percentage employed in

RESEARCH. 


This *publication gives an account of the work of the 
Department of Scientific and Industrial Research during 
the year ended 31st July, 1926. It is divided into the 
following main sections :— 

Report of the Committee of Council; Report of the 
Advisory Council ; Summary of the Work of the Research 
Organisations of the Department. 

The Report is supplemented by detailed appendices 
giving particulars of Research Boards and Committees 
of the Department; statistics of grants made to indi- 
vidual research workers; lists of aided researches; sum- 
mary of finance; information concerning Research Asso- 
ciations; developments in the organisation of research 
in other parts of the Empire; list of publications by 
individuals in receipt of grants; list of papers by scien- 
tific staffs of Admiralty, War Office and Air Ministry 
during the year ; and a list of the Department’s publica- 
tions issued, or in the press, during the year. The 
teport is indexed. 








RESEARCH AND THE METAL INDUSTRIES. 


The Science Museum, South Kensington, is providing 
opportunities for temporary exhibits to illustrate 
research activities in connection with different branches 
of industry. The British Non-Ferrous Metals Research 
Association has just arranged one of these exhibits to 
illustrate the work which it is carrying out, with the 
active co-operation of the industry and with the support 
of the Department of Scientific and Industrial Research. 

Exhibits displayed in nine large cases show the plan 
and progress of about half the researches which this 
Association has at present in hand. The field covered 
is large, comprising all the industries concerned with the 
production and uses of such metals as copper, lead, zinc, 
tin and nickel and their numerous alloys. The import- 
ance of the Association’s activities is brought out by the 
statement that in 1926 a total expenditure of over 
£25,000 was incurred on work from which members 
received advance and preferential participation. 

The Exhibition is open to the public daily from now 
until June, and literature descriptive of the material 
on view and of the other work being carried out by the 
Association may be obtained at the Science Museum, or 
from the Secretary, British Non-Ferrous Metals 
Research Association, 71, Temple Row, Birmingham. 





CANADIAN APPLE SHIPMENTS. 


The High Commissioner for Canada in London has 
been officially advised by cablegram from Ottawa that 
between 10th and 16th March 28,200 barrels and 8,300 
boxes of Canadian apples were shipped to United King- 
dom ports. 

The total exports of apples from Canada this season up 
to 3rd March amounted to 605,895 barrels, 9,877 half- 
barrels and 840,479 boxes, as compared with 1,085,968 
barrels, 13,828 half-barrels and 628,149 boxes during the 
ssme period last year. 





SOUTH AFRICAN PRODUCE SHIPMENTS TO 
THE UNITED KINGDOM. 


The High Commissioner for the Union of South Africa 
in London has been advised by cable from the Depart-

INDIAN TRADE, WEATHER AND CROPS. 


The Indian Trade Commissioner in London reports 
that the balance of trade figures for India for February 
are as follows, in lakhs of rupees :— 

Imports of merchandise on private account, 1,750; 
exports, including re-exports of merchandise on private 
account, 2,601; net imports of gold, 182; net imports 
of silver, 207; total visible balance of trade, +471; net 
balance on remittance of funds, —1. 

The Indian Commercial Intelligence Department, 
Calcutta, reports as follows to the High Commissioner 
for India in London on the season and crops during the 
weeks ended on the dates stated :— 

Rainfall.—Calcutta, 28th March. Rainfall has been 
nearly general in Kashmir and Bengal on one day and 
light or local elsewhere. 

Crops.—Bihar and Orissa, 21st March. There has 
been light rainfall in parts. The condition of rabi crops 
generally is fair. In the feudatory states the condition 
of the crops is good. Madras, 19th March. The weather 
has been dry. The outturn of paddy, sugarcane and 
cotton is poor to fair. 

The Indian Commercial Intelligence Department, 
Calcutta, also makes the following announcement on 
crops :— 

Assam, 28th March. The weather generally has been 
seasonable and favourable for crops and agricultural 
operations. Bengal, 23rd March. There has been scat- 
tered showers in parts. The condition of crops generally 
is fair. Centra] Provinces, 21st March. Light rain in 
places has damaged grain for threshing and retarded 
harvesting. Punjab, 21st March. The weather generally 
has been dry. Rain is needed in places. 





BRITISH MALAYAN EARTHENWARE AND 
GLASS IMPORTS. 

Imports of earthenware, glass, and abrasives into 
British Malaya during 1926 totalled £1,478,266, 
reports the Malay States Information Agency in 
London. This compares with £1,224,170 in 1925, and 
represents an increase of 20 per cent. 





MARKING OF GILT, SILVERED, ETC., 
ARTICLES IN FRANCE. 


The French ‘‘ Journal Officiel’’ for 8th March con- 
tains a Decree, dated 5th March, laying down new 
regulations respecting the marking of silvered, gilt, or 
platinum coated articles in France. These regulations 
are to replace those contained #n the Decree of 20th 
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October last (see the ‘‘Journal’’ of 28th October, 
page 448), which is now withdrawn. 

The new regulations provide that French or foreign 
articles may not be described as ‘‘ plaqué’’ or 
‘“‘doublé’’ unless they are effectively covered with a leaf 
of precious metal or unless a shell is left after the 
common metal has been dissolved. In any case, the 
words ‘* plaqué ’’ or ‘‘ doublé’’ must be followed by the 
name of the precious metal and the method of 
manufacture used. 

The Decree is not to apply to articles manufactured 
in France exclusively for export, and in all other cases 
a period of ten months from 8th March is allowed within 
which to conform to its provisions.

TIME LIMITS FOR STORING GOODS IN 
CUSTOMS SHEDS AND TRANSIT STORES 
IN TURKEY. 


The attention of exporters is drawn to the fact that 
as a result of recent modifications of the Turkish 
Customs Law imported goods cannot be retained in 
Customs sheds for more than one year, and travellers’ 
effects cannot be retained therein for more than three 
months. On the other hand, goods in transit depot may 
remain for three years. Proprietors of goods which 
remain in Customs sheds or transit stores for longer 
periods than those specified lose all rights on the goods 
in question. 

On the expiration of the specified periods the Customs 
authorities sell the goods, and the proceeds of such sale, 
less the amount claimed by the Customs in respect of 
storage and other expenses, together with any claims in 
respect of freight, quay dues, landing charges, insurance, 
etc., will be held at the disposal of the owner of the 
goods for one month only, and if no claim is presented 
within that month will be passed into Treasury receipts. 





FORTY YEARS AGO. 


From the ‘ Board of Trade Journal ”’ for the month 
of March, 1887:—Effect of the withdrawal of Russian 
Sugar Bounties.—Countess M. Branitsky has given 
orders for the closing of two of her enormous sugar 
manufactories, the one at Selivonsky working out 
annually 250,000 berkovets (one berkovet equals about 
36 lbs. avoirdupois) of beetroot, the other at Kojansky, 
requiring about 150,000 berkovets. At the same time 
news has been received in Kiev from Smiela_ that 
Count Brobinsky intends to close two of his sugar 
manufactories. Hence, owing to the present crisis in 
the sugar trade, two of the most solid producers are 
going to cease work.

BRITISH INDIA. 
OVERSEAS TRADE IN JANUARY. 


H.M. Trade Commissioner at Calcutta has forwarded the 
following press note, issued by the Department of Com- 
mercial Intelligence and Statistics, relating to India’s foreign 
and sea-borne trade during the month of January. 

The trade returns of British India for the month of 
January, 1927, as compared with the preceding month, 
showed increases in the values of imports and exports, with 
a decrease in the value of re-exports. Imports of private 
merchandise totalled Rs.20,86 lakhs, showing an increase 
of Ks.428 lakhs as compared with the preceding month. The 
value of the exports of Indian produce and manufactures 
rose frum Rs.24,14 lakhs in December, 1926, to Rs.27,29 
lakhs in January, 1927, but re-exports fell by Rs.15 lakhs 
to Rs. 70 lakhs. The comparison of the trade figures for 
January and the ten months then ended with those for the 
preceding month and corresponding period of the preceding 
fiscal years is as follows :—

Measured by the statistics of merchandise and treasure, 
the total visible balance of trade during the month under 
review was Ks.4,56 lakhs in favour of India, as compared 
with Rs.5,35 lakhs in December, 1926, and Rs.8,93 lakhs in 
January, 1926. During the ten months ended January last 
the visible balance of trade in merchandise and treasure was 
Rs.27,05 lakhs in favour of India, as compared with Rs.85,75 
lakhs in the corresponding period of the previous fiscal year. 
The balance of remittances of funds in January, 1927, was 
minus Ks.1,74 lakhs, and in the ten months then ended plus 
Rs.9 lakhs. 


CHANGES IN IMPORTS AND EXports. 


As compared with January, 1926, the imports of food, 
drink and tobacco in the month under survey increased by 
Rs.69 lakhs to Rs. 3,79 lakhs, while raw materials and manu- 
factured articles fell by Ks.32 lakhs and Rs.1,92 lakhs to 
Rs.1,69 lakhs and Rs. 15,03 lakhs respectively. Under food, 
drink and tobacco imports of sugar 16 D.S. and above, 
including beet sugar, rose by 23,500 tons in quantity and in 
value by Rs.82 lakhs to Rs.1,96 lakhs. The value of the 
imports of provisions, chiefly canned and bottled provisions, 
recorded an increase of Rs.15 lakhs. Under raw materials 
imports of kerosene oil decreased by 5 million gallons in 
quantity and by Rs.31 lakhs in value. Imports of raw 
cotton advanced by 3,200 tons in quantity and Rs.21 lakhs in 
value. In manufactured articles the imports of cotton yarn 
and manufactures declined by Rs.1,27 lakhs. Imports of 
cotton twist and yarn fell by 788,000 Ibs. in quantity and 
Rs.28 lakhs in value. Grey piece-goods recorded a decrease 
of 22 million yards in quantity and Rs.95 lakhs in value, but 
white and coloured goods increased by 9 and 6 million 
yards in quantity, though the value fell by Rs.2 and Rs.3 
lakhs respectively. Increases were also noticeable under 
piece-goods of cotton and artificial silk (+Rs.19 lakhs) and 
salt (+Rs.8 lakhs), while there were declines under iron and 
steel (— Rs.63 lakhs), railway plant and rolling stock (—Rs.19 
lakhs) and electrical machinery (—Rs.13 lakhs). 

As regards exports of Indian merchandise, food, drink and 
tobacco in January, 1927, compared with January, 1926, 
decreased by Rs.150 lakhs to Rs.438 lakhs. Exports of rice 
fell by 65,000 tons in quantity and by Rs.93 lakhs in value. 
Exports of tea increased in quantity by 3 million lbs., but 
showed a decline in value of Rs.i6 lakhs owing to lower 
prices. Raw materials and produce exported fell by Rs.5,53 
lakhs to Rs.15,83 lakhs. Under this group exports of raw 
cotton decreased by Rs.307 lakhs, raw jute by Rs.116 lakhs, 
oilseeds ‘by Rs.65 lakhs, chiefly ground nuts (—Rs.50 lakhs) 
and cottonseed (—Rs. 14 lakhs). Exports of lac also fell by 
Rs.35 lakhs and raw rubber by Rs.23 lakhs. There was, on 
the other hand, an increase in the exports of raw wool from 
1 million Ilbs., valued at Rs.9 lakhs, to 5 million Ibs., valued 
at Rs.41 lakhs. Of the total shipments of 80,000 tons of raw 
cotton in January, 1927, Japan took about 51,000 tons, or 
64 per cent., China 13,400 tons, Italy 6,100 tons, and the 
remainder went mainly to Belgium and Germany. Exports 
of raw jute rose in quantity from 65,000 tons to 88,000 tons, 
but the value fell from Rs.4,21 lakhs to Rs.3,05 lakhs. Manu- 
factured goods decreased by Rs.21 lakhs to Rs.6,91 lakhs. 
The shipments of gunny bags in January, 1927, increased in 
number from 26 millions to 35 millions and in value by 
Rs.3 lakhs to Rs.1,77 lakhs. The yardage of gunny cloth 
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exported also advanced from 102 millions to 128 millions, 
but the value declined ‘by Rs.10 lakhs to Rs.2,35 lakhs. 


TRADE WITH ForREIGN COUNTRIES: SHIPPING. 


The share of the United Kingdom in imports fell from 
52 per cent. in January, 1926, to 45 per cent. in January 
last, but in exports it rose from 17 per cent. to 20 per cent. 
The shares of Germany, Japan and the United States in 
January, 1927, were 7, 8 and 9 per cent. respectively under 
imports, and 8, 20 and 11 per cent respectively under exports. 

The tonnage of vessels entered into British India and 
cleared outwards with cargoes from and to foreign countries 
and British Possessions during January amounted respec- 
tively to 698,000 and 607,000, as against 607,000 and 706,000 
in December, 1926, and 665,000 and 641,000 a year before. 
During the ten months ended January, 1927, the tonnage of 
vessels entered and cleared with cargoes totalled respec- 
tively 5,741,000 and 6,483,000, as compared with 5,826,000 
and 6, 647 000 in the corresponding period of the prec eding 
fiscal year.

SOUTH AFRICA. 





INDUSTRIAL AND TRADE CONDITIONS. 


Business showed some improvement during last month 
in one or two of the larger towns, but trade in the country 
districts continues quiet, reports the Standard Bank of South 
Africa, Limited. Certain districts in the Cape Province and 
Transvaal are suffering from drought, but elsewhere good 
though somewhat irregular rains have fallen, and the 
general farming outlook has distinctly improved. This im- 
provement is particularly marked in the sugar and maize 
growing districts, and indications point to an increase in 
the latter crop over that of last year. 

Another welcome improvement which occurred during 
February is that shown by the fruit-exporting industry. 
From the beginning of the deciduous season down to the 
end of January total exports of non-citrus fruit amounted 
to about 390,000 cases, a quantity which was not only very 
much below the estimate, but was distinctly less than the 
420,000 cases exported during the corresponding period of 
last season. Since the beginning of the month under 
review, however, arrivals of fruit at the ports have greatly 
improved, exports during the first three weeks of February 
totalling nearly 340,000 cases, a number which, though still 
somewhat below the estimate, is over 40 per cent. above the 
quantity exported during the corresponding period of last 
year. ixports for the season to 19th February reached 
nearly 730,000 cases as compared with about 660,000 cases 
during the corresponding period of Jast season.

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first two months of 1926, a decrease of 695 million frs., and 
that of exports to 9,305 million frs, as against 8,281 million 
frs., an increase of 1,024 million frs. There was a decrease 
in imports of raw materials of nearly 1,200 million frs., and 
in those of manufactured articles of 286 million frs., but 
imports of foodstuffs rose by 787 million frs. Exports of 
manufactured articles rose by 413 million frs., those of raw 
materials by 504 million frs., and those of foodstuffs by 
106 million frs. 

For the first two months of the year there was a favourable 
balance of visible exchanges amounting to 446 million frs., 
whereas in the first two months of 1926 the balance was an 
unfavourable one of 1,273 million frs. In February, how- 
ever, for the first time since June, 1926, the balance of visible 
exchanges was unfavourable, amounting to about 183 
million frs., whereas in January there was a favourable 
balance of nearly 630 million frs. 

As regards weight, imports in the first two months of the 
year totalled 8,844,000 tons as against 7,737,000 tons in the 
first two months of last year, an increase of over a million 
tons, and exports amounted to 6,000,000 tons as against 
4,997,000 tons, an increase of about a million tons. There 
was a slight fall in imports of manufactured articles but 
a rise in those of raw materials and foodstuffs, amounting 
in the one case to 766,000 tons and in the other to 368,000 
tons. Exports of foodstuffs fell by 40,000 tons, but those of 
raw materials rose by 879,000 tons, and of manufactured 
articles by 165,000 tons. It appears, therefore, that the 
decline of 7 per cent. in the value of imports is due to the 
fall in prices, as they increased considerably in volume.

ITALY. 





FOREIGN TRADE IN 1926. 


According to the Business and Financial Report of the 
Association of Italian Corporations, Rome, imports and 
exports during the year under review amounted to 
25,871,146,022 lire and 18,670,519,644 lire respectively, an 
excess of the former over the latter of 7,200,626,738 lire. 
As the trade deficit in 1925 amounted to 7,926,222,016 lire, 
there has been a reduction of 725,595,638 lire in 1926. The 
following table shows the excess of imports for the several 
categories of goods in the last two years :—

Heavy grain imports in the last months of last year 
brought the figure for 1926 nearly up to that for 1925 
(35 million lire as compared with 3°8 million lire), while 
maize imports, notwithstanding the large maize crop of 
1926, have been much heavier (503 million lire as against 
117 million lire). Meat imports have fallen from 4847 
million lire in 1925 to 299°5 million lire in 1926, and sugar 
imports from 199'4 million lire to 39 million lire. Tobacco 
imports have been almost halved (107 million lire instead 
of 204 million lire). Coal imports have been heavier both 
in quantity and value (93 million tons against 87 million 
tons, and 2,016 million lire against 1.749 million lire). 
Imports of fuel oils have risen from 4251 million lire in 
1925 to 556°6 million lire in 1926. The figures for steel and 
iron imports show a decline (6458 million lire in 1926 
against 864°9 million lire in 1925). 

Among exports the figures for fresh and prepared meat 
have risen from 88°5 million lire in 1925 to 1469 million lire 
in 1926, fruits and fruit preserves from 46°3 million lire to 
62 million lire; rice from 374°9 million lire to 443°9 million 
lire. The duty on imported wheat has hit the milling trade 
hard, and exports of flour have fallen from 188 million lire 
in 1925, itself a bad year, to 598 million lire in 1926. 
Though the quantity of citrus fruit exported was smaller 
than in the preceding year, the value rose from 321°9 million 
2 
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lire to 402 million lire. Tomato paste is a growing item 
of Italian trade; in 1926 no less than 100,657 metric tons 
were exported, valued at 3233 million lire. Wine exports 
declined in quantity and value. Taken altogether exports 
of textile fibres and products rose from 8,366°2 million lire 
in 1925 to 8,4117 million lire in 1926. As usual, this item 
is the most important for the trade balance, as it shows a 
surplus of 2,438 million lire Over corresponding imports. 
The detailed figures show a decline for cotton textiles and 
an increase for artificial silk, of which no less than 
11,698,139 kilogs. were exported. The number of auto- 
mobiles sold abroad grows steadily, rising from 29,061 in 
1925 to 34,194 in 1926.

FOREIGN TRADE IN JANUARY. 


The British Commercial Secretary at Warsaw reports 
that during January last imports amounted in value to 
107,700,000 gold zloty (£4,308,000), while exports totalled 
114,793,000 gold zloty (£4,591,000), an excess of exports 
over imports of 7,093,000 gold zloty (£283,000). In January, 
1926, imports and exports amounted to 47,265,000 gold 
Zloty (£1,890,000) and 109,160,000 gold zloty respectively 
(£4,366,000), an excess in the value of exports over imports 
of 61,895,000 gold zloty (£2,475,000).

TRADE CONDITIONS OF LA LINEA CONSULAR 
DISTRICT. 


The British Vice-Consul at La Linea reports that owing 
to certain Customs restrictions it is now practically impos- 
sible for imports from the United Kingdom to reach this 
District via Gibraltar. Consequently, the little trade that 
was formerly done in British woollen goods, machinery, 
ironwares and metals cannot for the present be revived, all 
the more so since the Spanish merchants at La Linea, who 
for some time past have been fully alive to the new condi- 
tions, have changed their role from importers to exporters, 
and now export to Gibraltar. The commodities exported 
include Spanish-made furniture, cheap woollen goods, 
enamelled wares, boots and shoes, and cutlery and cheap 
toys. All these last quoted goods were previously exported 
direct from Gibraltar, but are now practically dead stock 
in the shops of the neighbouring fortress, where rent and 
overhead charges are so high that competition against the 
cheap prices quoted from La Linea is impossible. The result 
is that many shops in Gibraltar are now on the verge of 
bankruptcy. Particularly is this so in regard to grocers’ 
shops from which the inhabitants of La Linea and District 
used to make their daily purchases of condensed milk, 
sugar, coffee, etc. It is now no longer worth their while 
to do so.

SHIPPING AND TRADE AT BASLE IN 1926. 


(From the Acting British Consul. ) 
BASLE. 


It is stated that conditions for Rhine navigation in 1926 
were generally considered favourable, the volume of ship- 
ping being greater than in the preceding year. 

During last year 303 vessels of 291,683 net registered tons 
arrived at Basle, comprising 104 Dutch vessels, 81 Swiss, 
64 French, 45 German and 9 Belgian, all of which carried 
cargoes. As regards down-stream traffic, only 112 vessels of 
110,075 net registered tons carried cargo, the remaining 191 
vessels of 181,608 net registered tons being in ballast. 


IMPORTS AND EXPORTS. 


The following were the principal articles of import into 
Basle by the Rhine route during 1926, the quantities being 
in tons: -

IXPORTS OF INDUSTRIAL MACHINERY IN 
1926. 


United States exports of industrial machinery during 
1926 amounted in value to 156,732,000 dollars, representing 
an increase of nearly 5 per cent. over 1925 and a trade 
lotal larger than that for any year since 1921 or any other 
year except those during the abnormal war period, states 

‘Commerce Reports ”’ (U nited States Bureau of Foreign 
and Domestic Commerce, Washington). Exports of this 
Class of machinery have been steadily growing since 1922, 
With the result that the 1926 shipments showed a gain of 


nearly 40 per cent. over 1922.

The increase in exports over 1925 was largely due to ship- 
ments of mining, oil-well and pumping machinery and in 
construction equipment, which were more than sufficient to 
offset losses in exports of metal-working machinery, tex- 
tile, sewing and shoe machinery and in miscelleanous 
equipment. A slight gain was shown in power generating 
machinery. 


THe INCREASE IN Exporrs oF MininG MACHINERY. 

Exports of mining and quarrying machinery advanced 
steadily throughout 1926, and the total of 14,857,000 dols. 
for the twelve months represented a gain of nearly 41 per 
cent. over 1925. The increased shipments of this class of 
equipment in recent years is shown in the fact that the 
value of 1926 shipments was more than 2} times that for 
1922. 

An examination into the classes of mining and quarry- 
ing machinery exported during the year reveals some 
striking gains. Shipments of coal cutters totalled 634,550 
dols., or more than treble the 1925 value. Exports of ore 
crushing and sorting machinery amounted to 4,048,270 
dols., and represented nearly double those in 1925 and 
3} times the shipments of 1922. In concentrating and 
smelting machinery exports totalled 1,163,960 dols., or more 
than double the 1925 value. 


O1t-WeELL MACHINERY AND Power PvuMPs. 

Large as was the gain in shipments of mining and 
quarrying machinery, an even greater increase was made 
in oil-well equipment exports, which reached a value of 
15,303,060 dols. in 1926. This represented a rise of more 
than 50 per cent. over 1925, and was considerably more 
than 34 times the exports of 1922. 

Shipments of power pumps, amounting to 5,271,261 dols., 
made a gain of 9 per cent. over 1925, despite slight decreases 
in exports of both centrifugal and steam pumps. Exports 
of unclassified power pumps totalled 3,037,000 dols., an 
advance of 20 per cent. over the previous year. 


CONSTRUCTION AND CONVEYING MACHINERY. 


Outside exports in the mining, oil-well and pumping 
machinery group, the greatest gains were those occurring 
in construction and conveying equipment, shipments 
amounting to 17,047,000 dols., or one-third more than in 
1925. This machinery group, in fact, has shown a steady 
growth in exports since 1922, when they totalled only 
7,295,480 dols. pact of construction machinery in 
1926 amounted to 9,030,150 dols., an increase of one-third 
over those of 1925 and approximately treble the exports of 
1922. Following that year shipments of construction 
machinery increased by more than a million dols. each year 
until they reached the large gain of more than 2,300,000 


dols. in 1926 
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Exports of cranes, hoists and other conveying equipment 
amounted to 8,016,830 dols. in 1926, as compared with 
6,113,520 dols. in 1925. 


INTERNAL COMBUSTION ENGINES AND METAL WORKING 
MACHINERY. 


The increase in exports of internal combustion engines 
in 1926 was more than sufficient to offset slight decreases 
in shipments of steam engines and water wheels and tur- 
bines. Exports of internal combustion engines totalled 
5,954,340 dols., a gain of 41 per cent. over 1925, and nearly 
25 times those of 1924. Shipments of steam engines, 
although slightly less than those of 1925, represented an 
increase over the 9,155,405 dols. total for 1924. 

Exports of metal working machinery were valued at 
18,968,140 dols., and showed a loss of 14 per cent. as com- 
pared with 1925, but an increase of 30 per cent. over the 
14,589,510 dols. total for 1924. The value of the 1926 trade 
represented double the average of the five pre-war years 
1909-13. In such a comparison, of course, the general 
increase in machinery prices since that period must be taken 
into account. 


TeExTILE MACHINERY Exports. 


Shipments of textile machihery for the year amounted to 
10,400,270 dols., and represented a loss in trade both as 
compared with the 11,488,800 dols. of 1925 and the 
12,268,300 dols. of 1924. These figures show that of this 
class of machinery exports have been gradually decreasing 
during the past three years. A comparison with pre-war 
exports of 1,968,380 dols. in 1913 is more encouraging, but 
it is evident that foreign markets are being keenly con- 
tested. 


Knitting machinery, the most important class of textile 
machinery exported, accounted for an export value of 
4,461,860 dols. in 1926 as compared with 4,706,770 dols. in 
1925 and 3,516,015 dols. in 1924. Cotton machinery exports 
totalled 2,077,465 dols., a decrease of approximately 20 per 
cent. from 1925. 

Exports of shoe machinery, except sewing, amounted to 
1,353,210 dols. in 1926, and iepresented only a slight 
decrease as compared with the previous year. |

MOVEMENT OF SHIPPING IN FEBRUARY. 


The net tonnage of vessels that arrived with cargo in the 
foreign trade during February, 1927, at ports of the United 
Kingdom was 4,933,000 tons, an increase of 4°2 per cent. as 
compared with the corresponding tonnage for February, 
1926. <A large part of this increase occurred in the vessels 
of Dutch and American nationalities. The arrivals in 
ballast in the foreign trade during the month totalled 
2,970,000 net tons, an increase of 3°5 per cent. as compared 
with February of the previous year. 


There was a decrease of 5°6 per cent. in the net tonnage 
of departures with cargo during February as compared 
with the corresponding month of 1926, the falling off in 
the departures of British vessels accounting for one-half of 
this decrease. The only noticeable increase was in the 
vessels of French nationality. With regard to the net ton- 
nage of the departures in ballast all of the principal nation. 
alities show increases during the month, the net result 
being an increase of 24°3 per cent. as compared with 
February, 1926. 

Turning to the coasting trade and comparing February, 
1927, with February, 1926, small decreases were recorded 
in the arrivals with cargo, in the departures with cargo 
and in the departures in ballast. On the other hand a 
small increase was shown in the total arrivals in ballast. 

The number and net tonnage of vessels arriving at and 
departing from ports in the United Kingdom (including the

The Minister of Transport announces that a preliminary 
statement containing summarised particulars of the 
accounts and statistical returns of the railways in Great 
Britain for the year 1926, compared with the years 1925 and 
1913, has been published, and copies (price 2s.) may be 
obtained from H.M. Stationery Office. In addition to totals 
for Great Britain the statement shows separately the figures 
for the four amalgamated companies constituted under the 
Railways Act, 1921. 

The tables give the capital expenditure and receipts, the 
revenue receipts and expenditure from railway working, the 
total net receipts, the appropriations of net income and a 
summarised balance-sheet. They also show the number of 
passengers carried, the tonnage conveyed, the average 
receipts per ton and per ton-mile, and the leading operating 
statistics. 

The complete railway returns will ‘be issued later in the 
year.

FRUIT CROPS IN 1926. 

The Canadian Government Bureau of Statistics have 
recently issued figures which show that during the year 
under review the commercial fruit production was valued at 
19,587,702 dollars. The chief items were: Apples, 2,550,000 
barrels, valued at 13,387,500 dols.; grapes, 38,400,000 lbs. 
1,920,000 dols.); and strawberries, 6,230,000 quarts (1,246,000 
dols.). The provincial production was highest in British 
Columbia with 9,094,755 dols., followed by Ontario, 6,748,896 
dols., and Nova Scotia, 2,733,600 dols. 





FORMOSA. 





RICE PRODUCTION IN 1926. 


The British Consul at Tamsui reports that, according to 
an official report issued by the Government-General, the 
yield of the Formosan second rice crop for the year 1926 
amounted to 16,784,776 bushels, an increase of 3°5 per cent. 
over the second crop of 1925, and of 22°5 per cent. above 
the average of the crops for the past five years. 

The area under rice for this crop was 783,339 acres, or 
19,523 acres more than for the second crop of 1925. This 
enlarged area is ascribed to the extension of irrigation works 
and the tendency for cultivators to abandon other crops in 
favour of rice. 

Owing to the unfavourable results of last year’s first crop, 
production of ‘‘ Horai rice ’’ (rice grown from Japanese seed) 
declined and amounted to only 626,223 bushels.

RICE CROP IN 1926. 


The British Consul-General at Bangkok has forwarded 
the following copy of a statement issued by the Siamese 
Ministry of Commerce and Communications giving a fore- 
cast of Siam’s rice crop for the year 1926 :— 

According to the latest returns from the Ministry of 
Lands and Agriculture the total area planted in the seven 
inner circles in 1926 was 10,600,000 rai. The total area 
damaged is reckoned at 400,000 rai, leaving 10,200,000 rai 
to be harvested. This is calculated to yield 47,634,000 
piculs, or 2,835,000 tons. Of this it is estimated that 
1,675,000 tons will be available for export from Bangkok. 

The yield of the 1926 crop from the three Northern and 
North-Eastern circles of Bayab, Udorn and Nakon Rajasima 
is calculated to be 28,447,000 piculs, or 1,693,000 tons. Of 
this it is estimated that 100,000 tons will be sent down to 
Bangkok for disposal. 

Adding this to the previous figure it is estimated that 
the total amount of paddy available for export from Bang- 
kok during the present season may be provisionally put at 
1,775,000 tons. It is reported that the carry-over from the 
old crop is negligible.

The Consul-General explains that as regards rice pro- 
duction in Siam it is usual to group the fourteen circles 
or provinces of which the country is composed into two 
divisions, namely, the seven inner and the seven outer 
circles. The great bulk of the paddy available for export 
comes from the seven inner circles, whereas that produced 
in the seven outer circles is, to a large extent, for local con- 
sumption. 

Improved railway communications are, of course, re- 
sponsible for the bringing down of paddy from the outer 
circles to Bangkok, and, although there is no immediate 
likelihood of any startling development in this direction, 
it will in future be necessary to take into account the trans- 
fer of paddy from the outer circles to Bangkok whenever 
the crop in the former is in excess of local requirements.

The Board of Trade have received telegraphic information 
from Nassau to the effect that, as from Ist May, whisky im- 
ported into the Bahamas must be accompanied by a three 
years’ age certificate. 





BRITISH INDIA. 


CUSTOMS ASSESSMENT OF STEAM-STOP 
VALVES. 

Customs Ruling No, 3 of 1927 (dated 9th February) of the 
Central Board of Revenue provides that ‘‘ steam-stop valves ”’ 
are to be liable to duty at 25 per cent. ad valorem under 
Item 51A as component parts of machinery. 








DRAWBACK OF IMPORT DUTY ON GOODS 
RE-EXPORTED TO PERSIA. 


A Resolution of 4th February of the Government of 
India in the Finance Department (Central Revenues) modi- 
fies the Rules laid down by the Resolution of 19th February, 
1926 (see this ‘‘ Journal ’’ of 29th April, 1926 (page 489)), 
regarding the allowance of drawback on goods re-exported 
from Karachi, Bombay or Calcutta to Persia. 

The text of these amendments, which relate in the main 
to the procedure to be observed in the above-mentioned 
ports as regards the identification and sealing of goods in- 
tended for such re-export, may be seen by persons interested 
on application to the Department of Overseas Trade, 35, 
Old Queen Street, London, S.W, 1. 





EXEMPTION OF CERTAIN GOVERNMENT 
STORES FROM CUSTOMS DUTY. 


A Notification (No. 11 of 19th February, 1927) issued by 
the Government of India in the Finance Department (Cen- 
tral Revenues) amends the Notification No, 788 of 1st April, 
1924, regarding the exemption from Customs duty of cer- 
tain Government stores (see this ‘‘ Journal ’’ for 8th May, 
1924 (page 575)) by providing that such exemption is to be 
applicable when the articles in question are imported into 
British India by the Government of India or a Local Govern- 
ment, or have been shipped on the order of a Department 
of the Government of India or Local Government, and have 
been appropriated to such Order at the iime of shipment. 





STEEL INDUSTRY PROTECTION ACT, 1927: 
DEFINITION OF “ BRITISH MANUFACTURE.”’ 

The Board of Trade have received a copy of a Notification 
(No. 260-T (80) ) of 12th March, issued by the Government 
of India in the Department of Commerce, which pre- 
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scribes the conditions subject to which an article shall be 
deemed to be of British manufacture for the purposes of 
the differential duties introduced by the recently enacted 
Steel Industry Protection Act (see the ‘‘ Journal’’ of 17th 
February, 24th February, and 10th March (pages 203-4, 23] 
and 285-6) ). 

The Notification provides that the Collector of Customs 
shall be satisfied that in the production of the article or of 
any part thereof (other than a component part which, if it 
had been imported separately, would not have been liable 
to the revised protective-duty) no process of manufacture 
other than a process antecedent or incidental to:— 

(a) the production of steel blooms, billets or sheet bars, 
if the article is an article of steel; or 
(b) the production of the puddled ball or to the pre. 
paration of the pile for welding if the article is an article 
of iron, 
has been carried out elsewhere than in the United Kingdom 
of Great Britain and Northern Ireland. 

The Board of Trade understand that the form of certificate 
which will be required in this connection will be available 
shortly. Further particulars as to this form will be pub. 
lished in the ‘‘ Journal ’”’ as soon as possible.

CONSUMPTION DUTIES REVISED. 


H.M. Consul at Antananarivo has forwarded a copy of a 
revised list of the consumption duties leviable in Madagas. 
car and its dependencies. Particulars of the new consump- 
tion duties on any particular goods may be obtained from 
the Department of Overseas Trade, 35, Old Queen Street, 
London, S.W. 1. 





EXPORT OF RICE AND PADDY. 


The ‘‘ Journal Officiel ’’’ of Madagascar for Ist January 
contains a Decree, dated 29th December, which withdraws 
the prohibition on the export from Madagascar and its 
Dependencies of paddy and all kinds of rice and their deriva- 
tives (notified in the ‘‘ Journal ’”’ of 23rd September last, 
page 338). Exports of rice must, however, be declared 
previous to export. 





BELGIUM. 





VARIOUS EXPORT RESTRICTIONS 
WITHDRAWN. 

The “‘ Moniteur Belge ’’ for 18th March contains a Decree, 
dated 15th March and effective as from 19th March, which 
withdraws the requirement of a licence for the export from 
Belgium of cattle, beef, cattle and pig offal, fresh peas and 
edible fats. 





BOLIVIA. 





DUTY-FREE IMPORT OF CERTAIN QUININE 
SALTS. 


H.M. Representative at La Paz reports that a recent Decree 
provides for the duty-free import into Bolivia of quinine 
sulphate and hydrochlorate, formerly dutiable at 15 per 
cent. ad valorem. The Decree also authorises municipalities 
to control the sale price of these products, so that it shall 
not exceed the cost price by more than 10 per cent. 





EXPORT DUTY ON ZINC. 


H.M. Representative at La Paz reports that the export 
duties formerly leviable on zinc exported from Bolivia were 
replaced, as from 24th January, by a single tax of 5s. per 
ton of zinc ore, which is to be levied so long as the London 
quotation is not less than £32 sterling per ton. The tax is 
to be increased by sixpence for each rise of £1 above this 
price. 

When the zinc ore contains silver ore of a standard of 
not less than 20 marks per case, or not less than 20 per 
cent. of lead ore, the corresponding taxes are to be paid for 
these metals, but if it contains less than these quantities 
no extra tax will be levied. Mixtures with other minerals 
are regarded as impure and duty is not payable. 

No additional taxes are to be imposed on zinc ore, and 
the new duty is to remain in force for seven years, the 
Government, however, having the power to suspend it when 
the conditions of the market are unfavourable to the devel- 
opment of the zinc industry.

CZECHOSLOVAKIA. 


EXPORT OF BEANS PERMITTED WITHOUT 
LICENCE. 

The Commercial Secretary to H.M. Legation at Prague 
reports that the exportation from Czechoslovakia of beans 
(Tariff No, 31) has been freed from licence requirement as 
from 16th February. 











IMPORTATION OF CYCLES AND CYCLE 
PARTS. 


The Commercial Secretary to H.M. Legation at Prague 
reports that the importation into Czechoslovakia of cycles 
(Tariff No. 550) and of unspecified cycle parts (Tariff No. 
552 (b) ) may now take place without licence requirement. 





FRANCE. 
EXPORT DUTY ON VEGETABLES MODIFIED. 


The French ‘‘ Journal Officiel ’’ for 15th March contains 
a Decree, dated 14th March, which alters the export duty on 
fresh vegetables exported from France from 10 per cent. 
al valorem to 2 frs. per 100 kilogs. (gross weight). 








EXPORT OF REPTILE SKINS PERMITTED. 

The French ‘‘ Journal Officiel ’’ for 20th March announces 
that reptile skins (unworked) may now be exported from 
France without licence. 





ITALY. 
CUSTOMS TARIFF MODIFICATIONS. 


The ‘*‘ Gazzetta Ufficiale ’’ (Rome) for 5th March contains 

three Royal Decrees making minor amendments in the 
Italian Customs Tariff. 
The first Decree provides that cane molasses destined for 
the manufacture of molasses fodder may be imported duty 
free, subject to prescribed conditions and up to a quantity 
of 4,000 metric tons per annum. 

The second permits the duty-free importation of flaxseed 
for sowing, up to 100 tons per annum and subject to con- 
ditions to be fixed by th2 Minister for Finance. 

The third Decree reduces the duty on Cassel earth from 
3; to 2 gold lire per 100 kilogs. 








DUTY-FREE IMPORTATION OF GOODS FROM 
TRIPOLITANIA AND CYRENAICA. 


The ‘' Gazzetta Ufficiale ’’ (Rome) for 9th March contains 


a Royal Decree Law, dated 20th February, which provides 


for the duty-free importation into Italy of certain goods 
originating in Tripolitania and Cyrenaica. This privilege is 
subject to the production of a certificate of origin, and will 
be limited to quantities to be fixed annually. 

The goods affected include mats, tissues of cane and 
various articles woven from dried palm leaves, tissues of 
wool, cotton and silk; Arab style furniture, trays, plates, 
lamps, etc., of copper or brass; leather wares; silver ware; 
ivory wares and amber necklaces. 





REDUCTION OF SURTAX ON IMPORTED 
SUGAR. 

The ‘‘ Gazzetta Ufficiale ’’ (Rome) for 14th March contains 
a Royal Decree-Law, dated 8th March, which provides for a 
reduction of the manufacturing surtax on imported sugar 
of the second class to 332 lire per 100 kilogs. The reduction 
is effective until 30th June next, and is limited to 50,000 
metric tons. 





PAYMENT OF CUSTOMS DUTIES. 

The Commercial Secretary to H.M. Embassy at Rome re- 
ports, by telegraph, that the price fixed for the period 27th 
March to 2nd April for certificates for the payment of 
Customs duties is 422 lire per 100 lire gold—i.e., the sur- 
charge when the duties are paid in paper is 322 per cent. 
(The price of certificates for the previous week was 429 lire 
per 100 lire gold.) 


MOZAMBIQUE (PORTUGUESE EAST 
AFRICA). 





PAYMENT OF CUSTOMS, ETC., DUTIES. 
. Under the recently introduced financial reform scheme 
in Mozambique persons desirous of paying taxes were re- 
quired to purchase the requisite amount of escudos from 
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the Banco Nacional Ultramarino and pay a premium on 
transfer of up to 2 per cent. (See the ‘“‘ Journal’’ of 3rd 
March (page 257)). 

H.M. Consul-General at Lourenco Marques now reports 
that an arrangement has been arrived at whereby the 2 per 
cent. premium will be waived in the case of the purchase of 
escudos for the payment of Customs duties and port and 
similar dues. 





POLAND. 


CUSTOMS DUTY ON CONIFER SEEDS 
REDUCED. 


The Commercial Secretary to H.M. Legation at Warsaw 
reports that in virtue of an Order dated 26th January and 
effective from 38rd February until 30th April, import duty 
is to be levied on seeds of coniferous trees (Tariff No. 62 
(9a)) at 20 per cent. of the normal Customs duty prescribed 
in the Tariff, provided that such seeds are imported under 
a permit issued by the Ministry of Finance. (The reduced 
duty amounts to 100 zloty per 100 kilogrammes.) 








IMPORT DUTY ON CALCIUM CYANAMIDE 
SUSPENDED. 


The Commercial Secretary to H.M. Legation at Warsaw 
reports that the Customs duty on calcium cyanamide im- 
ported into Poland has been suspended for three months, 
as from 28th February, by an Order dated 21st February. 





REFUND OF IMPORT DUTIES ON DYES AND 
CHEMICALS USED IN THE MANUFACTURE 
OF EXPORTED TEXTILES. 


With reference to previous notices under the above head- 
ing, it should be noted that the Customs duty on imported 
dyestuffs and chemicals used in the manufacture of coloured 
woollen yarn, No. 20 metric and above, for export from 
Poland, will be refunded at the rate of 36 zloty per 100 
kilogs., in virtue of an Order dated 25th February and 
effective as from 4th March. 





PORTUGAL. 


DUTY ON RUBBER CORSETS, ETC. 

A Portuguese Decree of 21st December last raised a new 
Tariff heading for ladies’ corsets, bodices, stays or belts of 
rubber and the like, with a duty of 1:20 esc. per kilog. under 
the ‘* Maximum ”’ Tariff and 0°80 esc. per kilog. under the 
‘*Minimum ”’ Tariff (see the ‘‘ Journal’’ of 6th January, 
page 25). 

A correction has now been published in the ‘‘ Diario do 
Governo ’’ stating that above duties are applicable to each 
unit and not per kilogq. 








ST. PIERRE AND MIQUELON (FRENCH). 





INCREASED CUSTOMS DUTIES AUTHORISED. 

The ‘‘ Journal Officiel ’’ (Paris) for 12th March contains a 
Decree, dated 9th March, which authorises the application, 
until 3lst December, 1928. of ‘‘ coefficients of increase ’’ of 
not more than 5 to the specific duties of the Customs Tariff 
of St. Pierre and Miquelon. The “ coefficients ’’ are to be 
revised every six months. 





SERB-CROAT-SLOVENE KINGDOM. 





DUTIES ON COPPER SULPHATE AND 
REFINED SULPHUR. 


In virtue of a Decision of the Council of Ministers of the 
Serb-Croat-Slovene Kingdom, effective as from 4th March, 
the import duty on copper sulphate (Tariff No, 215 (2) ) has 
been suspended, and the import duty on refined sulphur 
and flowers of sulphur (Tariff No. 197 (2) ) has been reduced 
from 1:50 to 0°75 gold dinars per 100 kilogs., for the 
period ending 30th June, 1927. 





SPAIN. 





ASSESSMENT OF ‘‘ CONTAINER ” TAX ON 
UNITED KINGDOM GOODS. 
Under existing legislation a ‘‘ container ’’ or stamp tax is 
levied on all natural or manufactured products which are 
destined for sale in Spain packed in boxes, packets, bottles, 
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etc., bearing (on the label, wrapper or otherwise) an indica- 
tion of the article in question differentiating it from other 
similar products by its trade name, quality, place of pro- 
duction or origin, trade mark, etc. (see the “‘ Journal ”’ of 
10th June, 1926, page 622). 

The rate of the tax (which varies with the price) is the 
same for Spanish and foreign goods, but in the case of 
Spanish goods the tax is, in general, assessed on the basis 
of the wholesale price, while for foreign goods it is assessed 
on the retail price. 

The Spanish Government have now 
Ambassador at Madrid that although the Stamp Tax 
Law establishes a difference of treatment for packed 
products of national (Spanish) manufacture and_ those 
of foreign origin these dispositions must be under- 
stood to be subject to the provisions of existing inter- 
national Agreements. In view, therefore, of the pro- 
visions of Art, 10 of the Anglo-Spanish Commercial Treaty, 
the tax on packed products of United Kingdom origin will 
be assessed on the same basis as that employed for similar 
goods of Spanish manufacture, i.e., according to the price 
at which manufacturers and dealers sell the goods to middle- 
men, except in cases where taxable goods are sold direct to 
consumers in Spain, when the price at which such sales are 
effected will be taken as the basis for the imposition of the 
tax.

IMPORT OF IRON AND STEEL SHEETS. 


The ‘‘ Gaceta de Madrid’’ for 17th March contains a 
Royal Order, dated the 23rd February, which provides that 
iron and steel magnetic oxidised sheets are regarded as 
manufactured, and are not considered as included in Tariff 
Nos. 268-9 for the purposes of the Royal Decree Law of 9th 
July, 1926. They may, in consequence, be imported into 
Spain without the requirement of an import licence.

SPAIN (CANARY ISLANDS).

IMPORT OF WHEAT AND FLOUR. 


The ‘‘Gaceta de Madrid” for 17th March contains a 
Koyal Order, dated 16th March, which withdraws the pro- 
hibition on the importation into the Canary Islands of wheat 
and flour and authorises the importation of fixed quantities 
under licence. 

The Order provides that the granting of permits for the 
importation of foreign wheat and flour shall be authorised 
until the Direction-General of Food Supplies declares it neces- 
sary for supplies to be obtained exclusively from the national 
Spanish) market, as a comsequence of over-production in 
the latter. 

In order to prevent the accumulation in the Islands of 
special stocks of wheat and flour which might circumvent 
the obligation to obtain supplies, in the case of necessity, in 
Spain, the granting of import licences will be in accordance 
with the quantities normally consumed in the Islands 
quarterly. 

The Western group (Teneriffe, Palma, Gomera and Hierro) 
are entitled to a quarterly importation of 2,000 metric tons 
of flour and 1,050 metric tons of wheat, and the Eastern 
group (Grand Canary, Lanzorote and Fuerteventura) to 
2,200 metric tons of flour and 600 metric tons of wheat. The 
licences will be arranged for through the Council of National 
Economy, in collaboration with the Direction-General of 
Food Supplies, on the petition of the interested parties, 
being dealt with and reported on by the Civil Governor of 
the Canary Islands. 

H.M. Ambassador at Madrid reports that all applications 
for permits to ship flour and wheat to the Canary Islands 
must in future be submitted to the Civil Governor of Tene- 
riffe by the local representatives of the firms concerned. 








SYRIA. 





MODIFICATION OF DUTY ON ELECTRIC 
BATTERIES. 


H.M. Consul-General at Beyrout reports that, in virtue of 
a Decree (No. 824), dated 28th February, electric batteries 
for pocket lamps are no longer subject to the specific Cus- 
toms duty of 40 gold piastres per hundred, but will in 
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future be subject to a duty of 25 per cent. ad valorem jf 
coming from the U.S.A. or countries belonging to the 
League of Nations, 50 per cent. ad valorem if from any othe; 
country.

EXPORT DUTIES ON CERTAIN GOODS 
MODIFIED. 


The ‘‘ Journal Officiel Tunisien ’’ for 2nd March contains 

a Decree, dated 7th February, modifying the export duties on 

various goods exported from Tunis.

(paragraph 383 of the Tariff) from 55 to 823 cents per 100 
leaves, each leaf not exceeding in size the equivalent of 
32 ins. by 323 ins., under the provisions of Section 315 of 
the Tariff Act (i.e., the Flexible Tariff provisions). Addi- 
tional duties in the same proportion are to be levied on 
leaf exceeding in size the said equivalent. 

The investigation held by the Tariff Commission in 
accordance with Section 315 of the Tariff Act established 
the fact that Germany was the principal competing country,

PROPOSED DUTY-FREE ADMISSION OF 
CERTAIN GOODS FROM KWANGTUNG 
PROVINCE. 


H.M. Ambassador at Tokio reports, by telegraph, that a 
Bill has been submitted to the Japanese Diet which pro- 
poses to extend the list of goods originating in the Kwang- 
tung Province which are exempt from duty on import into 
Japan. The principal articles affected by the measure are 
as follows:—Jute yarn; steel containing not less than 4 per 
cent. of chrome, tungsten or molybdenum; and electric re- 
sistance materials containing nickel or chrome.
